The room is pretty 
well filled, all the desks being occupied 
and groups of men in all corners of the 
room. The crowd is made' up of the 
creditors 
or representatives of the 


creditors of the-Union Iron company. 
After hanging fire for over a dozen 
years the. affairs of that defunct con- 
cern are to be s'ettled up. .The meet- 
ing^ at the council chamber resembles 
a board of trade or stock exchange. 
;Tbe auctioneer Mr. F. G. Leete, of 
Ironton, fills the room with his calls, 
''once, twice, last call and sold" etc., 
and the bidding at times is rather 
spirited. 


It will be remembered.that the Union 


Iron company which operated big fur- 
naces along the line of the B. &O. i 
failed "in 1883 with .liabilities, of over 
$539,000' and assets much. less. Wm. N. 
McGugin, the receiver of the company, 
was ordered to sell the property of the 
concern, 
which consisted of about 


10,000 acres of land in the counties of 
Scioto, 
Jackson, Gallia and Law- 


rence. 
The 
majority 
of 
the 


creditors of the concern formed a 
•trust or combination to bid in the land. 
John P. Terry, L...-M, Bemau and 
and Thomas McGovney were selected 
as trustees. 
Mr. Terry 'and Mr, 


McGovney have since died and A. T. 
Johnson, of this city, and W. A, Mur- 
dock, of Ironton, were substituted in 
their places. The trustees purchased 
the land in 1884 and have held it ever 
since. A short time ago it was decided 
to sell it, the creditors becoming anx- 
ious to get their respective 
claims. 


Scrip was issued to all creditors for the 
amount of their claims, there being 
about S113.000 of this scrip issued. The 
land was divided into small parcels, 
about 90 in all, and this scrip was to be 
accepted in payment for the land, each 
creditor in this way getting bis claim 
in the land. 


All of the forty or fifty creditors 


were present this morning when the 
meeting was called to order. Judge J. 
W. Bannon is chairman, Harry Bannon 
cterk and Mr. F. G. Leete, of Ironton, 
auctioneer.

The tracts of land vary in size from 


40 to 160 acres, and jire appraised at 
from 8500 to. 84,500. Nearly all of 'the 
tracts sold for more than the appraised 
value. About 20 tracts were sold,'by 
noon, when the meeting adjourned to 
1:30 p. m. 


The sale was resumsd this afternoon 


and all of the land will, probably be 
disposed of at this session. Among the 
out-of-town creditors present are the 
following:
